REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 28 to 54 were pending in the application at 
the time of examination. Claims 1 and 49 to 54 stand rejected 
for double patenting same invention. Claims 2 8 to 48 stand 
rejected for obviousness type double patenting. 

Claims 1 and 49 to 54 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 
as claiming the same invention as that of Claims 1 and 22 to 2 7 
of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,651,186. 

Applicant has cancelled Claims 1 and 49 to 54 and so has 
rendered the double patenting, same invention rejection moot. 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal 
of the § 101 rejection based on Claims 1 and 49 to 54. 

Claims 28 to 48 stand rejected for nonstatutory 
obviousness -type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
Claims 1 to 21 of U.S. Patent No. 6,651,186.
